CONSENT MOTION TO AMEND SCHEDULING ORDER

discovery, to continue the dispositive briefing schedule by a like amount, and to re-schedule to 
post-discovery status conference presently set for December 18, 2006.

The grounds in support of this Motion are as follows:

2.) The parties have worked cooperatively and are almost complete with written 
discovery. 
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3.) However, remains an issue concerning defendant's indexing of responsive 
documents must be resolved before plaintiff can depose defendant's management officials. 

4.) The parties are working cooperatively through this issue and have every reason to 
believe that they will be able to resolve it without intervention by the Court. 

5.) Doing so, however, will not be possible without an extension of the current 
discovery cut-off date and the ensuing schedule for dispositive briefing. 

6.) In order to provide sufficient time to resolve this issue without intervention by the 
Court, and then take depositions of defendant's management officials, an amendment of the 
Court's Scheduling Order is respectfully sought. 

WHEREFORE, and with defendant's consent, plaintiff respectfully moves the Court to 
amend the Scheduling Order of July 24, 2006, in the manner specified in the accompanying 
proposed Order.
